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Our Neighbor s Policy 


Canadians have a neighborly’ inter- 
@xi in the policy of the United States. 
That policy, if the Republican party 
are again successful, will be along 
the following lines, as outlined by the 
Republican National Convention:

| The Auditor General Resigns 
{t is announced that J. L. McDoa- 
gall, Auditor General, has tendered 
jis resiznation. Mr. McDougali is 
the official whose duty it is to check 
pver all accounts against the govern- 
ment, and without whose approval no 
account can be paid. He is an inde- 
pendent officer, not being subject to 
removal except on a two thirds vote 
of both Houses of parliament. He is 
placed in this position so that in his 
audit he shall be beyond any possible 
political influence. The office was 
created by the Liberal administration 
which held power from ‘74 to ’78, and 
its purpose was to prevent the diver- 
gion from the purpose intended of 
snoney voted by parliament, as well as 
to ensure that no money would be 
paid unless and until value had been 
P wiven for it. It had been a maiter 
S of complaint against previous admin- 
jstrations that such abuses occurred, 
and when the Hon. Alexander Mac- 
Kenzie became premier, he took the 
seeans of the appointment of the 
Auditor General to check ihose abuses.

succeeding cighteen years of Conser- 
wative rule and up to the present 
time, during seven years of Liberal 
administration under Premier Laur- 
jer.

Put the occasion of his retirement 
is being seized upon by the Conserva- 
tive press as a cause of offence 
against the government, with quite as 
much eagerness and vehemence as the 
dismissal of Lord Dundonaid.- In such 
form as suits each particular paper, 
the assertion is made that Mr. Mc- 
Dougall retires because of the exces- 
sive efforts which he had to make in 
ercer to protest the treasury against 
the raids of the gevernment and its 
friends.

The Auditor General From Another Point of 

View 

Many people who have had occasion 
te do work for or furnish aupplies to 
the government, will have a very 
‘irid remembrance, and a very dif- 
ferent idea of the merits, of the Audi- 
tor General.

“tal, and the clothing of him with

the public funds, (and it is only fair 
to the Auditor General to say that 
he has striven to discharge that duty 
thoroughly and conscientiously) it is 
also a fact that inasmuch as man is 
a littie lower than the angels, when 
one of them is placed in an absolutely 
autocratic position his point of view 
differs from that of the person or 
persons over whom his authority is 
exercised. Everyone will admit that 
honesty is the leading idea of the 
Auditor General in the performance 
of his duty, but everyone who has 
come in contact with him in a busi- 
ness way will agree that during the 
thirty years of his ,dictatorship his 
ideas of what constitutes honesty 
have developed lop-sidedly. His idea 
of his duty in guarding the treasury 
has grown untiJ] be has practically 
lost sight of his duty to honestly pay 
the debts incurred on behalf of the 
public service. He is in his own esti- 
mation exactiy what his ardent 
friends of today deslare him to be, 
the watch-dug of the treasury. That 
is to say, he looks upon everyone who 
has a claim for payment against the 
gevernment, as being by reason of 
that ciaim dishonest ‘and an intended 
swindler, 
The Results of Autocracy Gone to Seed 

With this view he assumes the 
right to cut-down accounts to any de- 
gree that may suit tis whim or that 
of his subordinates; and the govern- 
ment is placed in the position of on 
the one hand being accused of dishon- 
esty by those to whom it owes moncy, 
or on the other hand, if it attempts 
to override the decision of the Audi- 
tor General, being accused by the op- 
position of wishing to reb the coun- 
try for the advantage of its friends. 


Honesty is Needec al! around 

It is probably necessary that there 
should be an autocratic officer hold- 
ing the position now held by the 
Auditor General, but matters have 
come to such a stage that it is ab- 
solutely necessary that’ this officer 
should have a full appreciation of the 
fact that the government owes obli- 
gations as well as has rights, and 
that because it is in his power to de- 
lay or refuse payment of an account, 
it does not follow that it is right or 
just or according to the intent of par- 
liament or of the couniry that he 
should do so. There are today thous- 
ands of dollars owing by the govern- 
ment to the people in the Northwest | 
for various public services, payment 
of which has been prevented by the 
Auditor General acting in the auto- 
cratic authority whick he possesses. 
In -his anxiety to prevent robbery of 
the government by the people, he has 
systematically perpetrated robbery of 
the people by the government. Such 
a position could not continue or res- 
ponsible government would ccase. 
That there should be 
opinion between = the 
which desires to pay the money which 
it owes, and the Auditor General who 
sets his own views up as the sole and 
final right, and so refuses payment, 
could only be expected. It is a hard 
case if in this country of Canada an- 
cther Auditor General cannot be 
found who will be equally honest with 
Mr. McDougall in protecting tthe
